of speech. To the average orator it has 
the same attraction that edged tools have 
for children, and its use is as frequently 
followed by lamentable results. It is the 
earliest language of mankind, and it is 
one which the average modem man least 
successfully, manages. When at the ear- 
liest epoch of our development, metaphor 
was the ordinary form of speech, this mal- 
adroitness was not observable.

Bible, for example, where metaphor is 
constantly employed, it invariably adorns 
speech, and often lifts it to the loftiest 
heights possible for prose. It is a lost 
art and not a new accomplishment we

Essentially Ger- 
man is a sentence from a learned criti- 
cism on a book of lyrics which carries the 
signature of Professor Johannes Sheer. 
"Out of the d,irk regions of philosophical 
problems," said the professor, "the poet 
suddenly lets swarms of songs dive up, 
carrying far-flashing pearls of thought in 
Iheir beaks." A song with a pearl in its 
beak would be a great attraction in the 
programme of a popular concert. 


We need not go far abroad in search 


of mixed metaphors. This is a suprem-

J. M 
Peck had contracts in six States and Ter- 
ritories, the increase on which has car- 
ried his annual compensation up from 
185,898 to $286,741. It is a little odd 
—« coincidence—that the sums originally 
•greed U|M>n should have had such a strong 
flavor of the figure 8. 
The amounts 


named in seven of the nine contracts 
were,—$868, $1168, $2468, $8288, 
$2888, $1188, and $6988. Mr J. W. 
Dorscy was another contractor, who got 
fat jobs. His eight routes, aggregating 
1383 miles, were let to him for $14,479 
in all; and the present compensation is 
$147,270, or more than ten times as 
much. 
(Ine of these cases of increase 


is amazing. A route 50 miles long only, 
from Vermilion to Sioux Falls, was let for 
$398. It was increased to $6133. If it 
had been increased from a once a week to 
a daily nuil,—seven days in the week,—a 
gross payment of $2800 might have been 
accounted for;—but that is less than half 
what is really paid. It would be inter- 
esting to know whether the service was 
increased before or after the railroads, 
which connect the two places by a some- 
what circuitous route, were constructed.

NEW YORK LETTER 


—The brilliant illumination of certain 


parts of London by various systems of 
electric lighting, which ore undergoing a 
trial by the municipal authorities, is not 
a matter for unalloyed congratulations, 
for several hints have been received that 
the wires ini;;ht be tempered with in such 
a way as to throw the central tliorough- 


—Probably the next experiment in 


street-lighting will bo made in New York 
with electric lights of immense power 
placed on n high tower. This system has 
already been tried at Akron, Ohio, but 
not on such t scale as is now contemplated. 
The Brush company has made a bid for 
lighting Broadway from the Battery to 
Forty-second street, and, if the proposal 
is accepted, it will light Union square by 
a single group of lights. The plans have 
been drawn for a tower to be 280 feet 
high, to be constructed of boiler iron, in 
four foot lengths riveted together. The 
tower will be four feet in diameter at the 
base, and one foot at the summit. It will 
carry six lights of six thousand candle 
power each, two being placed at each 
angle of a triangle. This triangle will be

He was held in the 


highest esteem by his fellow ministers 
who frequently honored him by electing 
bim t<> responsible positions in the church. 
He was a delegate to the last General 
Conference and had represented his con- 
ference at previous sessions of that body. 
When Dr. Chaplain, the late presiding 
elder of this district died, Dr. Cunning- 
ham was selected to fill the vacancy, 
which he did with his customary faithful- 
ness in addition to attending to his pas- 
toral duties in Bristol. Had he consulted 
tiis own wishes he would have declined the 
appointment but he felt obligated to obey 
the call of duty and did not shun the 
arduous labors thrust upon him, although 
bis inc reasing age and long service would 
liave entitled him to exemption if he had 
so willed. The anxiety and labor of this 
additional work no doubt tended to wea- 
ken his system, as the winter was a very 
severe one for traveling,, and the strain 
upon him perhaps made him all the more 
susceptible to the disease with which he 
died. He had been forty-seven years in 
the ministry and he was very anxious to 
be able to fill his last appointment for the 
whole term, as that would hare completed 
tils fiftieth year, when he would probably 
have relinquished his active labors, but

PARSLKY AND LEMON SAVCK (Dutch). 


— IVasn a handful of parsley and mince 
it up finely with the pulp and rind of a 
lemon. melt a pat of butter in a sauce- 
pan, mix with it a tablespoonful of flour, 
add the minced parsley and lemon, suffi- 
cient broth or stock to make the sauce, n 
little pounded mace and a few capers , 
stir over the lire, and when partly cooked 
add, off the (ire, the yojks of two eggs 
beaten tip. 


Here is a rcceipe for coffee cake which 


is sure to plense any one who is fond of 
coffee "as a bi-verage." Take one cup of 
strong coffee, one cup of molasses, one 
cup of butter, one cup of sugar, one cup of 
raisins, and one of currants, four cups of 
flour, one nutmeg grated, one teaspoonful 
of cinnamon, lialf a teaspoonful of soda or 
ealeratiie, mix the butter, molasses and 
sugar togethi r, stir the spices into the 
flour, dissolve the soda, stir the coffee 
and flour in IM degrees, and lastly put in 
the fruit. 
Bake in a slow overt, butter 


the tin well, and unless you arc sure your 
oven will not bake too liard, you bod bet- 
ter mould a pnper in the bottom of the 
tin. This cake keeps well. With more 
fruit it makes a good fruit cake. 


It is considered "good form" to look 


with contempt upon the dried apple pie. 
but it is possible to make a pie of dried 
apples which wiO be regarded as a luxury 
by lovers of this form of food. Soak the 
apples in cold water all night, having first 
looked them over carefully, in the morn- 
ing look them over again to make sure 
that there are no bits of core left on, rinse 
in several watus, then cook slowly , when 
done nmsli witli a potato ni'slicr till the 
sauce is smooth, and far removed from 
lumpiness, sweeten and spice to suit tho 
taste. If you liave any boiled cider, put 
in just enough to moisten the apple, then 
make a crust as rich as for mince pie, 
bake till the lop is slightly browned. 
Apple sauce of dried apples once in a 
long time will ho well rocerved, if you 
can, get some dried black raspberries and 
cook with the wpples to flavor them.

President Harri- 
son had been dead ten days in 1811 be- 
fore the news reached Springfield, 111., 
and then Abral am Lincoln would not be- 
lieve it because it seemed so impossible 
for it to have come in so short a time. Now 
you can buy in the afternoon a newspa- 
per in which ;-ou may read the words 
Queen Victoria spoke to her Parliament 
since the sun rose in England.
